POWERS' REPLIES 

Tie French Government Is Fav- 
orable to the Position Ta- 
ken By Russia. 



EMPEROR WILLIAM IS OPPOSED TO IT 



Regards the Conditions at Peking Such 
as to Require the Continued 
Presence of Troops. 



Aaatrla and Italy. 

Washington, Sept. 7.— The latest ex- 
prcssion us to the attitude of the 
powers on the evacuation of Peking 
comes from the Cnited States am- 
bassador at Puxis, ten. Horace Por- 
ter, who has advised the nuthorities 
here that the attitude of the French 
government is favorable to the posi- 
tion taken by Russia. Almost simul- 
taneously with this dispatch from 
Uen. Porter camp another from the 
American charge d'affaires at 15erlin, 
giving the attitude of Germany on 
Russia's proposal. This in substance 
states that Germany, while anxioui 
to avoid any friction between th. 
powers, regards the conditions at Pe 
king such as to require the continued 
presence of German forces there. 
Neither Gen. Porter nor Mr. Jackson 
gave the text of the answers, but only 
the substance of the positions taken 
by the two governments. 

These two highly important com- 
immii-ationji brine; the Chinese nego- 
tiation* to a very advanced stage, 
though they urc not yet concluded, as 
all of the answers are not in. The 
German and French answers, how- 
ever, clearly Indicate the alignment 
of the powers. It is generally ac- 
cepted that Germany's attitude in 
favor of remaining at Peking will be 
Ooncumd in by Italy and Austria, as 
these two countries act with Ger- 
mony on political questions of a gen- 
eral nature. Moreover, definite word 
has b«en received here which clearly 
foreshadows Austria's position in fa- 
vor of remaining at Peking. As to 
the purpose of Great Hritain, there is 
an absolute lack of official informa- 
tion, though little doubt is enter- 
tained that since Germany has taken 
the initiative Great liritain will fol- 
low suit in favor of remaining at Pe- 
king. The position of Japan, like- 
wise, is lackiifg in definiteness, al- 
thongtl it is believed in the best post- 
ed quarters that if other nations re- 
main at Peking Japan will deem it ex- 
pedient to remain there also. It 
WOUld seetn from this that France is 

the only government to give ooaevr< 
mice to the Kneel an proposition, al- 
though the United Mates lias express- 
ed I purpose of following liussia's 
course, unless the other powers 
brought about ■ modification oi Kus-

It was gathered 
from these meetings that another 
note was being prepared by the Unit- 
ed States, but the authorities did not 
feel disposed to give any inkling as 
to its notnre, and it la quite proba- 
ble that its final form will await the 
consideration of the cabinet Friday.
